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Gentlemen  of  the  Association  : 

It  becomes  my  duty  in  the  absence  of  our  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mr.  Ciias.  C.  Hough,  who  has  been  suddenly 
and  very  unexpectedly  called  out  of  the  city  on 
business,  to  present  and  review  the  transactions  of 
the  Association  for  the  past  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  depression  in  business,  and 
the  universal  complaint  from  all  quarters  of  dull 
times,  we  think  this,  the  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Report, 
is  a  very  satisfactory  statement. 

Fears  were  entertained  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  fiscal  y ear  lest  the  working  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  might  be  embarrassed,  if  the  withdrawals  from 
our  subscription  lists  should  continue  at  the  same 
rate  as  shown  in  the  two  previous  Reports. 

AY  e  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  these  fears 
have  not  been  realized. 

As  Avill  be  shown  further  on,  the  income  of  the 
Library  exceeds  that  of  last  year,  and  the  number 
of  books  added  larger  than  it  has  been  for  several 
years  past.

MERCANTILE  LIBRARY. 


FINANCE. 

The  total  income  of  the  Association  for  the  past 
year,  from  all  sources,  has  been  $34,907.02.  The 
total  expenditures  have  been  $34,903.62,  of  which 
$11,326.44  was  expended  for  books  and  periodicals, 
and  the  remainder,  $23,577.18,  for  insurance, 
salaries,  binding,  stationery,  light,  rent,  and  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Library. 

From  the  Treasurer’s  Report  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Interest  Account  shows  a  dimunition  of  $181.78 
from  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  two  of 
our  mortgages,  amounting  to  $8,250,  expired  during 
the  year  and  were  paid  off. 

Until  a  permanent  investment  could  be  obtained 
this  amount  was  placed  in  the  United  States  Trust 
Company,  and  while  there  only  paid  at  the  rate  of 
3  per  cent,  per  annum.  Part  of  this  sum  remained 
there  four  months  and  the  balance  for  five  months. 
The  Demi  It,  Grosvenor,  and  Lorillard  Legacies  are 
now  invested  as  follows  :

On  analyzing  the  above  figures  we  find  tliat  while 
the  number  of  Active  Members  shows  a  decrease  of 
129,  the  number  of  Subscribing  Members  has  in¬ 
creased  to  the  extent  of  105,  making  a  net  decrease 
during  the  year  of  24  members,  all  of  whom  were 
clerks. 

LIBRARY, 

The  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library 
is  163,459,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  8,339, 
which,  together  with  the  duplicate  and  imperfect 
books  sold,  makes  our  gross  accessions  for  the  year 
10,618,  the  largest  number  added  in  any  one  year 
since  1872.  The  number  acquired  by  purchase  is 
10,426,  by  donation  192.  Of  the  volumes  pur- 
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chased,  8,030  were  paid  for  by  the  funds  of  our 
Association,  and  2,396  by  Clinton  Hall  Association. 

CIRCULATION. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  circulated  during 
the  year  was  190,829,  of  which  139,957  were  issued 
at  the  Main  Library,  46,489  at  the  lira  rich  Office, 
and  4,383  at  members’  residences. 

The  average  daily  circulation  was  625  volumes. 
The  largest  daily  circulation  was  on  the  18th  day  of 
March,  when  1,463  volumes  were  delivered.  The 
smallest  daily  circulation  was  346  volumes,  on  the 
29  th  day  of  July. 

The  number  of  books  circulated  in  foreign 
languages  was  14,627.  The  number  of  books  used 
in  the  Library  for  reference  was  11,179.  Number  of 
magazines  circulated  was  6,900.  Number  of  notices 
sent  to  members  to  return  books  kept  over  time  was 
8,858. 

READING  ROOM. 

This  room  still  continues  to  retain  its  popularity. 
It  contains  over  400  newspapers  and  magazines  in¬ 
cluding  all  the  leading  publications  not  only  of  our 
country  but  also  of  Europe.  During  the  year  it 
has  been  furnished  throughout  with  new  matting. 
Also,  a  new  carpet  has  been  placed  in  the  Conversa¬ 
tion  Hoorn. 

During  the  month  of  July  last,  at  the  request  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Association,  the 
use  of  the  Reading  Room  was  donated  to  the 
American  Book  Trade  Association  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  a  Book  Fair. 
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BINDERY. 

Seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve  books 
have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  binder  and 
his  assistants  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of 
new  books  that  were  bound  is  3,901,  the  remainder, 
3,811,  were  old  books  repaired  and  rebound.  The 
number  of  books  that  have  been  furnished  with 
paper  covers  is  35,014. 

DUPLICATE  BOOKS. 

The  number  of  duplicate  books  sold  during  the 
year  was  1,827,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  836. 
The  total  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  these 
books  was  8994.14,  averaging  over  fifty  four  cents 
per  volume. 

BRANCH  OFFICE. 

We  have  again  renewed  the  lease  of  the  rooms  at 
51  Liberty  Street,  but  at  a  reduced  rental  of  $200 
per  annum.  The  rent  is  now  $800  per  year. 

The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  this  office 
during  the  year  was  46,489. 

During  the  latter  part  of  April  a  petition  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  a  number  of  members  using  the  branch 
office,  complaining  of  the  imperfect  ventilation  of 
the  rooms.  The  complaint  was  referred  to  the 
Library  Committee  with  instructions,  if  possible, 
to  have  the  ventilation  improved. 

They  examined  the  premises  and  decided  to  place 
a  window  in  the  partition  at  the  rear  of  the  room, 
and  also  to  put  new  ventilators  in  the  front  win¬ 
dows.

Remembering  the  appeal  contained  in  the  last 
Annual  Report  for  a  new  Catalogue,  your  Board, 
upon  its  organization  in  May  last,  immediately  be¬ 
gan  the  consideration  of  the  subject. 

While  being  fully  convinced  of  the  pressing  need 
that  existed  for  a  new  catalogue,  they  hesitated  be¬ 
fore  incurring  the  liabilities  of  so  great  a  work  until 
they  could  see  their  way  more  clear  financially. 
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Before  deciding  to  proceed,  the  Committee  on 
Relations  with  Clinton  Hall  Association  were  in¬ 
structed  to  communicate  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
above-named  Association  and  endeavor,  if  possible, 
to  have  them  aid  ns. 

A  meeting  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Trustees  was  held 
to  consider  the  subject  when  they  at  once  decided 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  undertaking, 
provided  their  portion  should  not  exceed  $5,000. 

Upon  this  decision,  the  Catalogue  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  details,  reported  in  favor  of 
issuing  a  catalogue  upon  the  plan  as  recommended 
in  last  year's  Report,  viz.:  of  one  alphabetical  ar¬ 
rangement  of  author,  subject  and  title.  It  was 
deemed  advisable  to  except  works  of  fiction  from 
the  above  rule. 

It  was  thought  best,  from  a  pecuniary  point  of 
view,  to  issue  the  novel  catalogue  separate  and  dis¬ 
tinct  from  the  standard  works. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  and  the 
work  of  preparation  commenced  at  once.  We  are 
pleased  to  state  that  the  work  lias  so  far  progressed 
that  the  novel  portion  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer,  and  we  hope  to  have  them  ready  for  sale  in 
a  very  short  time. 

The  price  will  be  fixed  at  a  very  reasonable  sum, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  every  member  will  purchase  a 
copy  and  thereby  aid  in  defraying  the  cost. 

The  standard  portion  will  be  pushed  to  as  early  a 
completion  as  possible,  but  as  the  labor  is  very 
great,  and  as  it  is  necessary  to  use  great  caution  and 
care  in  the  preparation,  the  work  will  necessarily  be 
very  slow.  For  the  accommodation  of  the  members, 
and  to  enable  them  to  make  use  of  the  new  books 
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that  are  being  added  from  day  to  day,  in  addition 
to  the  manuscript  catalogue,  a  card  catalogue  has 
been  arranged  on  the  same  principle  as  it  is  pro- 
posed  to  issue  the  new  work. 

These  cards  will  be  found  in  the  box  on  the  left 
side  of  the  Library  on  entering. 

FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Scholarships  belonging  to  this  Institution  in 
Columbia  College  are  now  tilled  by  Henry  W hitney 
Bates  and  II.  A.  Kingsbury.  Mr.  Kingsbury  was 
appointed  in  November  last  to  iill  vacancy  caused 
by  the  graduating  last  year  of  Mr.  T.  S.  Ormiston. 
Mr.  Bates  will  graduate  in  June  next. 


BOARD  OE  DIRECTION. 

On  the  1st  of  November  Mr.  W.  E.  Gavit  re¬ 
signed  his  position  as  a  Director.  The  vacancy  was 
tilled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Samuel  Putnam. 

DONATIONS. 

To  the  many  friends  from  whom  we  have  been 
recipients  of  favors  during  the  past  year  we  beg  to 
return  our  thanks. 

Especially  are  we  indebted  to  our  former  Presi¬ 
dent.  Hon.  Elijah  Ward,  for  valuable  donations  of 
Congressional  and  other  documents.  Also  to  the 
Chiefs  of  the  various  Departments  of  the  National 

Government,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at

CLiNTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 

Again  we  have  to  renew  our  thanks  to  the  gentle¬ 
men  composing  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  As¬

To  the  President  of  the  Mercantile  Library 

Association : 

In  accordance  with  a  provision  in  the  Will  of  the 
late  C.  L.  Everitt,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  inform 
you  that  I  have  this  day  placed  in  the  “  Institution 
for  the  Savings  of  Merchants’  Clerks  and  others,”  a 
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sum  sufficient  to  make  good  tlie  desire  of  my  de¬ 
ceased  Brother,  and  to  ask  your  aid  that  his  wishes 
may  be  met  by  the  requisite  action  of  your  Board. 
I  give  you  the  extract  referred  to  :  “I  also  direct 
that  the  amount  standing  in  my  name  on  the  books 
of  the  ‘  Institution  for  the  Savings  of  Merchants’ 
Clerks  and  others’  shall  be  made  at  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  shall  be  ap¬ 
plied  (as  payable)  by  the  Directors  of  the  Mercan¬ 
tile  Library  Association  for  the  purchase  of  books 
to  be  stamped  ‘I.  Ct.  Everitt  Fund,’  as  a  perpetual 
memorial  of  my  late  son  in  a  useful  form,  giving 
the  example  for  the  imitation  of  those  desiring  to

perfectly  than  by  a  monument  in  a  cemetery.”

Whereas,  Since  our  last  Regular  Meeting,  Death 
has  removed  from  our  midst  one  of  the  ex-officers 
of  this  Association,  Mr.  Cornelius  L.  Everitt. 
He  was  a  Director  during  the  years  1844  and  1845, 
President  in  1846  and  1847,  and  although  he  has 
never  held  any  official  position  since,  still  his  inter¬ 
est  in  everything  pertaining  to  our  welfare  continued 
unabated,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that 
we  are  now  called  upon  to  pay  our  tribute  of  respect 
and  veneration  to  his  memory.  Holding  a  position 
of  trust  and  responsibility  for  almost  half  a  century 
in  one  of  the  large  corporations  of  our  city,  he  has 
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ever  been  looked  upon  as  a  man  of  exemplary  char¬ 
acter  and  one  worthy  of  imitation. 

Resolved ,  That  we  recognize  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
Everitt  a  career  of  great  usefulness  in  the  various 
positions  which  he  has  adorned,  and  while  bowing 
to  the  will  of  an  all  wise  Providence,  we  feel  that 
this  Association  has  lost  a  valued  and  steadfast 
friend. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Board  bears  a  hearty  and 
grateful  testimony  to  the  services  rendered  to  this 
Institution  by  the  deceased,  and  we  will  ever  cherish 
with  proud  recollection  the  identification  with  our 
Association  of  a  gentleman  of  so  much  honesty  of 
purpose  and  purity  of  character.  ' 

Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  Preamble  and 
Resolutions,  suitably  engrossed  and  attested  by  the 
officers  of  this  Association,  be  sent  to  tire  family  of 
the  deceased,  and  that  the  same  be  spread  in  full 
upon  the  minutes  of  this  Board. 

Three  Honorary  Members  have  died  during  the 
year,  viz. :  Cornelius  L.  Everitt,  Frederic  Hud¬ 
son  and  Alex.  T.  Stewart. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  have  now,  fellow  members,  completed  our 
record  of  the  year’s  business. 

Statistics  show,  that  in  times  of  great  business 
depression  institutions  such  as  ours  have  always 
been  the  first  to  feel  their  effects. 

While  it  was  to  be  expected,  so  intimately  are  we 
connected  with  the  mercantile  community,  that  the 
storm  which  is  now  sweeping  the  commercial  world 
would  reach  us,  we  think  there  is  cause  for  con¬ 
gratulation  that  thus  far  we  have  been  touched  so 
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lightly.  Our  condition  is  most  gratifying.  During 
the  year  we  have  been  enabled  to  add  almost  .11,000 
books.  We  have  a  paying  membership  of  over 
8,300.  Our  Library  contains  over  163,000  volumes, 
and  is  free  from  debt. 

What  more  could  we  ask'  This — more  room  to 
carry  on  our  work. 

In  the  language  of  the  Committee  whose  Report 
has  just  been  read,  “The  Library  has  entirely  out¬ 
grown  its  accommodations.” 

Our  ingenuity  will  be  taxed  to  its  utmost  to  pro¬ 
vide  space  for  the  accessions  of  the  coming  year. 
Your  Board  therefore  hope  that  during  this  year, 
the  Centennial  of  our  Country’s  Independence,  a 
movement  may  be  inaugurated  to  give  us  a  build- 
ing,  which  will  not  only  be  a  pride  to  our  city  but 
a  place  of  security  for  our  books.

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Direction  was  then  read  by  the  Vice-President. 

After  considerable  debate  the  Report,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Petek  Vooriiis,  was  adopted,  and  the  usual 
number  of  copies  were  ordered  to  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Members. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Peter  Vooriiis,  the  thanks  of 
the  Members  of  the  Association  were  cordially 
tendered  to  the  Board  of  Direction  for  the  very 
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able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  tney  have  man¬ 
aged  and  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  Association 
during  the  past  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Arthur,  Messrs. 
Daniel  F.  Appleton  and  A.  W.  Sherman  were 
chosen  as  Trustees  of  “  the  Permanent  Catalogue 
Fund”  from  the  Members  at  lame.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  for  rents  and  in¬ 
terest,  including  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  previous  year,  amount  to  Twenty-four  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and 
seventy-three  cents,  ($24,S95.73)  and  that  the  ex¬ 
penditures,  including  tile  annual  appropriation  for 
the  Contingent  Fund,  amount  to  Twenty  thousand 
two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-one 
cents,  ($20,289.91)  leaving  a  cash  balance  on  hand 
at  this  date  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  five 
dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  ($4,605.82). 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-six 
(2,396)  volumes  of  standard  works,  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  during  the  year  by  the  Trustees ,  and  placed 
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in  the  Library  for  the  rise  of  the  members,  and  the 
stockholders  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Association. 

The  Trustees  in  the  management  of  the  Trust 
imposed  upon  them,  are  governed  by  sound  business 
principles,  the  outlay  being  confined  strictly  within 
the  income.  Consequently  there  are  no  debts,  either 
bonded  or  floating,  and  the  Institution  is  not  mate¬ 
rially  affected  in  its  finances  by  the  unfortunate 
state  of  the  times. 

The  Trustees  take  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
financial  statement  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  having 
in  view  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Mercantile  Library.  The 
amount  invested,  added  to  the  cash  in  bank  and  Uni¬ 
ted  States  Trust  Company  at  the  close  of  the  present 
financial  year,  is  fifty-seven  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seven  cents,  ($57,198.07.) 
The  Trustees  have  been  unable  to  invest  the  money 
on  deposit  in  the  Trust  Company  satisfactorily. 
They  feel  the  importance  of  securing  a  higher  rate 
of  interest  than  is  paid  by  that  Institution,  and  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  first  opportunity  to  obtain 
that  result. 

The  Trustees  are  not  unmindful  of  the  importance 
as  well  as  the  necessity  of  placing  the  Library  in  a 
fire-proof  building  at  an  early  day,  when  such  an 
edifice  can  be  constructed,  having  a  sufficient  in¬ 
come  by  endowment  or  otherwise  to  meet  the  outlay, 
including  the  purchase  of  standard  literature  to  be 
added  to  the  Library  annually,  leaving  no  debt 
upon  the  Institution. 

There  should  be  no  time  lost  in  providing  the 
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building,  whicli  should  not  only  be  an  ornament  to 
the  great  commercial  metropolis ,  but  a  monument 
to  rhe  liberality  of  the  merchants  of  New  York.
